The most dlabolioal an&rohtBtii 
plot ever attempted In ibis country, 
InrolTinK aflsaBHlnotlon and tke In- 
anguration or a reign at loot and 

terror In Nt-w York City, -was frus- 
trated TuoHday niorniUR by the 
pollpe af.ter they had arrested under 
dfAinatic circum»tanco8 a man who 
had Just placed bombB in iSt. Pat- 
rick's Cathedral, where Hf»vi'r!il hun- 
dred perrtoHH were worshipping. Th* 
arrcHt of two anarchiHts. Frank* 
Abarno and Charlew f'arbone, ad- 
mitted tlieir KUilt nnd^n Wednesday 
were lndict<'d, the minimum penalty 
for tlieir criniM being twenty-five 
years In State prison. 

flO carefully had the polio' worked 
out their plans that the unarebisl 
was even allowed to ligbt ttie fuse 
of one of the bombs which he car- 
ried tnto the Cathedral, deapkte the 
fact that the explosives wer« power- 
ful enough to have badly damaged 
the edifice and poasN>ly kilted man; 
in it. Scarcely had the bomlH:arrier 
Ignited the fuse when one of a halt 
a hundred dlnfirTitsed deteottves, who 
were stationed in and about the 
church, crushed the sputtering 
thread under his heel and in another 
moment the plotter was t^ken Into 
custody just as he was about to llghit 
the fuse of the other destriji't Ive in- 
strument.

A. P. A. convent. in8pe<'.tlon bill on 
Tuesday, it having already passed 
till- iHoiise, the bill being known as 
the I'usoy bill and provides that ai 
convents, schools, hospitals and de- 
tention homes shall at all times be 
open to Inspection by the Sheriff 
grand Jury or upoii potltion of 
twenty citizens. The bill will now 
be sent to r,ov. Hayes for signature 
and If made a law will be eflfeotlve 
within slity days. 'If this bill be- 
comes « law religious liberty In 
Arkansas will soon be a travesty, as 
any twenty citltsns of €hs Ousrdians 
of Ldberty or Junior Ordsr will al- 
woyi b« ready to barass the Cotholio 
nuns wtth «n investigation, where 
the verdict is rendered in advance 
and sure to be ons of a venomous 
nature, calculated to put the institu- 
tion in bad repute in addition to 
stirring up strife between citizens 
This oommtttee can hIso prearrauRt 
with some Inmate, whom they have 
placed in tl'c inatitui ion, to create a 
dlR!iirbaiicc ulninlta'ienusly with the 
arrival of the Investisrajtors. A bn 
of the same sort has bi en introduced 
in llie Colorado ami IiuiiHna T.,egiB' 
liitiires fn Arkansas llie last le 
llgioiis census gives the fatholics as 
niitiihcrinK only ,'!2,000. while thi 
ProtcRtaiiis of all denominations 
number :!'.I2.immi.

First an attempt was ma^ to burn 
the Cathedral. Then a mol shattered 
the windows of both the Tathedral 
and the Bishop's house, a id finally 
a monster torchlighit proc< sslon was 
formed In City Hall Park with the 
purpose of marching to t e Cathe- 
dral and burning It. But 'he sinis- 
ter plan was frustrate! ^ tlishop 
Hughes. I'ver on the alert, tilled fhe 
Cathedral and th" adjoini Ik grave- 
yard with armed iiumi. and flu- an- 
cestors of onr modern (riisrdtans of 
Liber; y and their ilk, hearing of 
fhe proposed defense, avoided the 
Cathedral that night. But the at- 
tacks did not cease. Indeed until 
1856 opiKMition to Catholics was 
still so great that the Cathedral and 
other Oatholic ^nrehes oftto had to 
be guardsd et night by amed par- 
ishionsrs. Arebbiahop ^ogfaes, la 
tbe name of the Bishops of the Prov - 
ince. Issued a pastoral letter ez- 
fe£6rtlng all the faithful to beiilr them- 
selves with dignity and pAtlence 
during these '"Knownothing" per-' 
skcutions. 

I ArchblBhop Huiliss bad been 

■ftnxlous to begin ithe erection of a 
Cathedral which HhoiiM si rve as an 
enduring inonument to the zeal ot 
the (;atholi( s of New York City. As 
early as isr.O he h,id conceived the 
Idea, bnt not until 1R58 were the 
plans ili-fiii)ti'ly agreed upon. When 
the cornerstone was laid in 18.t8 
the slie whs as much a wilderness as 
old St. Patrick's had been in 1808. 
The vast concourse, numbering at 
least 100,000, of which a large pro- 
portion were Protestants, attended 
the ceremony. The secular papers 
spoke of it without exception in 
terms of praise and admiration. 
Again the Cathedral was preaching 
Its sermon of Catholic loyalty and 
fidelity. St. Patrick's was formally 
opened and blessed May 25, llTTd. 

Octolber 5, 1910, witnessed the 
I consecration of the grea* new Cathe- 
dral. Three Cardinals presided ut 
this notable ecclesiastical function. 
Cardinal Vlncenzo Vannutelli, Papal 
Legate in the Kurliaristlo Congress 
at Montreal, roprosetiting His Holi- 
ness ihc late P.ipe Piu.H X.; Cardinal 
Olbbons. represent inn the American 
church, and Cardinal Ix)gne. Primate 
of all Ireland, calling to roraeni- 
brance Ireland's patron sal it — the 
patron saii)t of tbe Cathedral. It was 
Indeed a day of rejoicing through- 
out the hierarchy. Again the Cathe- 
dral was telling do the world the 
trinmphsnt glory of the Catholic 
faith. It is estimated that 10,000 
persons assisted at the mass of con- 
secration while fhousands of others 
were unable to gain admtttance.

About 1,000 persons were In 
the audience when King began his 
Kfteech by putting on the vestments 
of a prisst and mocking them in the 
most seorafttl of words. It was not 
long before the purpose of the meet- 
ing was noised about snd n tremen- 
dous crowd gathered outside the 
building. Soon the speaker's words 
were punrtuated by the binding of 
missies thrown through the windows, 
the splintering of broken glass and 
the yells of the crowd outside. 
.Vlaxor Holxrt H Fordyie, who hail 
given the permit for the convention 
against the wishes of many and of 
one In particular. II. Ennls, a per- 
sonal representative of Pilly Sunday, 
who Is booked to hold a revival In 
I'atterson. called out the whole 
police force of 126 men and u cordon 
was drawn abont the building. A 
company of firemen were also ready 
with a line of hose to keep the mob 
in hand. Hardly a window was left 
whole in the bnlMlag, and tha floor 
und the audienae was covered with 
broken glass."

In 190!t King was 
i.rresled in Huntington, W. Va , for 
verbal filttli, and was ordered out of 
town later on by Ihe .Methodist 
Mayor of Phoenix, Ariz., tor slan- 
derous remarks about the women oi 
Phoenix. In Los Angeles he was 
forced to admit he was never a 
priest.

tion" at St. Mary's Cathedral. Og- 
densburg.

Kxtracts 
from liistory. (itations of tbe unfair 
tactics employed by critics of the 
church, presentation of the iineslion.

History tells ns that 
Catliolics figured prom inent ly in the 
wars of this cotintrv, and ctmse- 
ijuentiy we are reasonably permitted 
to conclude that Catholics have some 
right In this counlry. If I wished to 
know the real spirit of a Catholic to- 
ward onr flag I would consult his 
companion In war, and thus avoid all 
allusions. Can anyone doubt the 
patriotism of tbe honest Phil Sheri- 
dan, Johnson, Oen. Rosecraas and 
many others that could he men- 
tioned. Let us remember that on^ 
sixth ot the Union army were ot 
Irish extraction and nlne-tenths ot 
these were Catholics ot other na- 
tionalities thst fought In the same 
war. Statistics tell us that where 
patriotism, fighting for liberty and 
Justice, are concerned Catholic 
names have always appeared among 
tbe leadisrs, for example. Lord Balti- 
more securing religious liberty in 
Maryland." t 

The speaker read the utterances of 
men like Wasbinnton an.l Vi'ebster in 
whicli the brarery and jiat riot Ism of 
Catholics were pointed out He saiii 
that the propaganda against the 
Catholic church always manifested 
ilfielf about flfte<»n years after the 
close of a war. Men who fought with 
the Catholics knew of their worth to 
tbe country and it was necessary that 
lime should dim the valor of their 
deeds before the attacks could 'be 
made. 8o<<called ex-priesta and nuns 
uttered Slanders and calumnies for 
money, said tbe speaker. He cited 
an instance where passengers on a 
street car in a large city were hor- 
rified at seeing a nun enter aad carry 
on a bold flirtation with the men 
aboard. When she left the car two 
men followed her. She entered a 
convent and took off her disguise. 
The men who followed saw it was a 
man and what they did to hlni led 
to a call for fhe iiospltal ambulance. 
Competent authorities of the Prot- 
estant church, said the Bishop, have 
investigated similar incidents and 
have found imposlers hack of It all. 
He said that If Cafholles were to 
perpetrate such deeds against fhe 
Protestant churches they would soon 
learn that it could not be tolerated, 
and it shouldn't be tolerated. 

If the charges made against the 
Catholics are true, asked the 
speaker, why are they not brought 
before the courts snd made to suITer 
the penalty the law decrees. But 
there are many fair-minded men 
among the Protestant churches, con- 
tinued Bishop Conroy, who do not 
approve of the anti-Catholic cam- 
paign. He read extracts from prom- 
inent Protestant clergymen to bear 
out his assertion.

Bishop Conroy look up the charge 
that Catholics have worked to in- 
jure their Protestant fellow citizens. 
This charge he characterised as "un- 
reasonable and unrational," and 
stated with emphasis that during his 
residence of thirty odd years in 
Ogdensburg he had never seen tbe 
slightest act to give support to this 
charge against the Catboilsg, aad 
eballeaged asyooe to prove |na tn 
error. The Bishop asked his hear- 
ers to tolerate no attacks on the 
Prcrtestants and to stand for their 
own rights that the law gives them 
In concluding he made a strong plea 
for fair play. The Catholics waut 
only a square deal, he said. They 
petition thai consideration be given 
to any charge that may be made be- 
fore opinion is made final.

Anastasius Hartman, also a Capu- 
I'hln and Vicar Apontolic of Bombay. 
He edited ilio llombay Catholic Ex- 
aminer and was also so successful 
In adinating the differences attend- 
ing the Indian schism of isr.:{ aiul 
brinKinK the schismatlcR back to the 
fold, that I'iiiK IX. appointed him 
Titular HiHliop of C rat lanopolis in 
ISr)4. Two years later he wjis made 
Vicar Apostolic of Apra, where 
iluriiiK the Creaf Indian mutiny 
iMain.st I lie Kntrlish he spent six 
months a prisoner in the Agra 
■ortress. 

Broken in health he was forced 
to escape from the Indian climate 
and returned to Europe. Then fol- 
lowed his brief aoJounL in America. 
Wh i l e he r e ho a tNt ii i tt s I wtli 
Provincial Council at (Baltimore, 
v isited the varioua Capuchin monaa- 
'erles ss the rspreseatstlve of the 
' apuchin Oenersf In iRome, and 
irhen In <New York he consecrated 
die three altars of the Church of St. 
John the Baptist on West Thirtieth 
street. June 22. 1872. He dedicated 
the diocese of Savannah to the 
Sacred Heart, with solemn cere- 
monies. May 7, 1872, and soon after 
tendered his reslgna>tlon. 

He had brought with him to 
Ravaniinli three Capuchins. Father.'* 
I'atriek. Dominick and Aloyshis, and 
for a time considered the establish- 
of his order in tliat diocese, but thai 
being deemed inexpedient thi ^ re- 
turned to Kiirope with him after 
rlolng splendid missionary work In 
the hospitals and prisons of the 
city. 

On reaching home BIshep Persico 
was appointed iBiahop of Ttolina. 
June 20, 1874; waa employed by 
Plua IX. in diplonatle miaalons in 
Canada and Id Best India; was 
raised to the archieplseopal dignity 
in 1887, in which year he dis- 
charged a delieate nifaeioa as Papal 
Envoy to fndand. On his return 
he was appointed Vicar of St. 
Peter's Chapter in Rome and Secre- 
tary of the Propaganda, and on 
January 16, 1893, he was raised to 
the Oardlnalate and made Prefect 
of the Holy Congregation of Indul- 
gences. He died December 7, 1895, 
In his seventy.second year.

The discovery of 'America and the 
tales of fabnlooa wealth to be had 
in the new country had aet all Spain 
mad. On every hand expeditlone 
were helns orsanlsed and men were 
wiUlag to risk their lives and their 
fortunee in an attempt to secure the 
coveted gold Which uneorupuloue 
explorers had reported as being 
plentiful. Among these gold-inad 
Spaniards was Rodrigo de Bastidas, 
and the expedition which he 
equipped, although unpretentious, 
was destined to result in one of the 
most Important achievements of the 
entire period ol explorailion — the 
discovery of the Pacific ocean and 
the establishment of the faot tiwt 
America was a <ontinent. 

'According to legend a young man 
anxiously watched the preparations 
of liastiiias and his companions, 
hoping that he. ifoo, might be in- 
cluded in the brave company. His 
appeals were in vain, for the vessels 
of Bastidas were small and only 
those could take part in the under- 
taking who had moaey to share in 
the expeneee Of the voyage. The 
young man. who was Vasco De 
Balboa, had neither money nor in- 
fluential friends, but he was pos- 
sessed of great determination, and 
when the vessels of Bastidas were 
almoat loaded he concealed him- 
self In an empty cask in the held of 
one of the ships. 

He did not reveal himself as a 
stowaway until the little fleet was 
well out to sea. bint once discovered 
he received the stowawai'.-- fsen- 
tence — hard work for the remainder 
of the voyage. This did not dampen 
his ardor, and before tbe new 
continent was reached he had svic- 
ceeded in iitlracting the attention of 
Bastidas and in demonstrating that 
he was a young man of unusual 
worth, .\rrlvlng In Central America, 
he Joined the expedition of Fernan- 
dez- de Kncisco, which was bound 
for Cartagena. His qualities as a 
natural leader of men asserted 
themaelvea end he became an im- 
portant factor in the settlement

heaiPty support of his followers, and 
longing to make more and greater 
dieooveriee he presssd on through 
tbe wllderneee, across the lethmus 
toward the Weet. 

The gravest dangera were met and 
overcome. The savage natives, wlla 
animals and sickness had no terror 
for him. One by one his little 
band succumbed to tropical fevers, 
but Balboa did not hesitaite. Finally 
from a hill top, on February 25, 
ir>lS, be sighted the great Pacific, 
and pushing rapidly on he planted 
the Spanish flan and the cross on 
Its .shores. He realized that he had 
madL< the discovery which bad long 
been a prolilem in Spain .hhI that 
there was no donbi hu' ilia; ihe new 
land was a continent. 

But Halboa was not to enjoy f\ill 
honors for his discovery. The Ciov- 
ernmeiit sent Arias de AvUa as Gov- 
ernor, and this men, filled ^Ith 
envy, was determined to usurp 
the rights of Balboa by fair means 
or foul. He arrived with e large 
force of armed mea and praetically 
forced Balboa to accept the in- 
evitable. He has been described as 
an Intriguer, full of lesloesy and 
deceit, while Balboa was csreleas 
and generoue« no match for the 
scheming Avila. In order to mask 
his sinister desigrns lAvila gave one 
of his daughters to iBalboa in mar- 
riage, and was pursuaded to go on 
with his exploratiions while Avila 
gradtially tightened t&e aet about 
him. 

"The Crown gave Halboa he title 
of Adelantado of :he South 8ea, 
fiovernor of Coyba and of what snb- 
"enniritlv became the district of 
Panania," writes Bandeller, "but 
Arias and his agents understood how- 
to reduce these titles to empty 
honors. Quevedo, Bishop of CaaMlla 
del Oro, was Balboa's sinoTe friend 
and assisted hlra, but with Quevedo's 
departure for Spain the ceee was 
loot. fFearful lest the Bishop's ap- 
peal for his friend might result 
against Arias sad hla party, the 
Raeidencia wae at oace oooverted 
Into criminal proceedings, the desth 
ssnteaee hastily pronounced aad 
Balboa was behesded for high 
treason in 1,^17 at Darien."
